There are no tuition fees for Alberta residents. The approximate 
cost of attending a school is $263. 

Two-year and one-year courses are offered. Prospective students 
must be at least 16 years old. There are no academic requirements for 
the two-year course but Grade 8 standing is preferred. Students with 70 
high school credits may enroll in the one-year course. 

Applications for entry should be made to the school principals. The 
term is from the third week in October to the end of May.

Services: Deals with the manufacture of dairy products and opera¬ 
tion of frozen food lockers. Inspects methods of manufacture or process¬ 
ing and the licensing of dairy manufacturing plants. Extension work in

the form of short courses, radio addresses, meetings, field days and 
bulletins. Information is supplied to producers and manufacturers. 
Assembles statistics on production and stocks. Provides for inspection 
to check shipments of milk and cream for grade test and weight. Plant 
sanitation and methods of manufacture are part of the division’s duties. 
Examines applicants for grading and testing licenses. Issues weight 
certificates on creamery butter and Cheddar cheese. Provides a cow 
testing and herd recording service designed to increase the milk pro¬ 
duction per cow. Provides a complete chemical and bacteriological 
testing service. Provides dairy cost and farm management service to 
determine the cost of milk production and direct attention to more econ¬ 
omical methods. Licensing and control of operations of frozen food locker 
plants; inspection of temperatures, sanitation, wrapping, identification of 
parcels and records.

Services: Annual grants are available for agricultural fairs and 
exhibitions. These are classified A, B and C. Class A fairs, of which 
there are two, receive a flat annual grant without regard to prize lists. 
Class B fairs are given grants covering 50 percent of the prize money of 
which at least $300 must be paid out. Maximum grant for the Department 
is $1,500. Federal assistance to Class B fairs helps to provide buildings 
and equipment. Class C fairs qualify for a grant to a maximum of $400 
provided that at least $300 is paid out in prizes. Other events often held 
in conjunction with fairs such as junior calf club competitions may receive 
grants of $10 for each junior calf club taking part to a maximum of $100 
for a single fair.

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Services: Arranges assistance to fanners in obtaining cattle and 
sheep to be fed, fattened and marketed. Groups of feeders may obtain 
a government guarantee of 25 percent of their maximum loan of $100,000 
for the purchase of feeder cattle and lambs. The buying, selling and 
supervising is done by a supervisor of the association. 

Inspector of Brands is located at the Edmonton Stockyards. Tele¬ 
phone 71224. Brands office at Room 120, Legislative Building, Telephone 
293 271. Registration, renewal, cancellation, inspection and transfer of 
brands is provided through this service. Records of all such transactions 
are maintained in the office of the Brand Recorder. 

The livestock branch is responsible for operation of pound districts 
outside municipalities. Pound districts are established after petitions are 
received from residents of the area in question. 

The livestock branch enforces the Alberta Wool Grading Regulations, 
which provide for the grading of all wool marketed, and the licensing of 
all wool warehouses, wool dealers and collectors in the Province. 

Through the cattle improvement policy the branch distributes pure 
bred sires to commercial breeders at reduced cost. The department con¬ 
tributes an amount equal to 10 percent of the price, plus transportation. 
Simlarly, the branch gives assistance to swine breeders, and sheep breeders. 

The branch co-ordinates the details, selection of animals, shipping 
arrangements, caretakers and other factors for the Royal Winter Fair.

Purpose of the Master Farm Family programme is to provide a 
practical demonstration of farm, home and family progress and approved 
farm practices. This is to emphasize the advantages of farming as a 
vocation and the wholesomeness and dignity of rural life. 

Farm families nominated for the Master Farm Family award must 
be Canadian citizens. 

The head of the family must be the owner-operator or lease-operator 
of the farm, and have spent at least 20 consecutive years in actual oper¬ 
ation of a farm. 

A farm operated by a partnership or business agreement involving 
others not members of the family is not eligible. 

No family is eligible whose success has been made possible from 
sources other than farming. 

Nomination for the award must be signed by at least three neighbors 
and accepted by the nominee. Nominations may be made by boards of 
trade, farmer organizations, women’s institutes or individual farmers. 

When all nominations have been filed the farms concerned are visited 
by a judging committee. 

Only five families may receive awards in any one year. 

The award consists of $1,000, a plaque and a gate plate for the en¬ 
trance to the farmstead.

Caragana, willow, poplar, green ash, American elm and Manitoba 
maple are available from the Dominion Government nursery in unlimited 
quantities, are free, and are sent express collect. Evergreens cost one 
cent each and each applicant is limited to 200 trees a year. 

Applications for trees should be made a year in advance and the 
land intended for tree planting summerfaUowed for one year prior to 
planting.

ALBERTA LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD 

LICENCES, CLUB

Services: Granting of licences to clubs qualified under the Act to 
sell alcoholic refreshment to members. Such a club is required to have 
a definite membership and must not be operated for monetary or pro¬ 
prietary gain. Upon being chartered a club contemplating application 
for a liquor licence should serve the Board with notice of such intention, 
and before the licence is granted, after the lapse of such time as is set 
by the Board’s regulations, must have operated a dining room for not less 
than six months.

Services: A municipality wishing to he declared a local option area 
under The Government Liquor Control Act writes to the Clerk of the 
Executive Council requesting a form of petition. This must be signed 
by at least 25 percent of the persons whose names appear on the last 
revised assessment roU. 
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When the signed petition is received it is checked by the Department 
of Municipal Affairs and again in the Attorney General’s Department 
and finally sent to the Executive Council. 

When the local option area has been created the government orders 
a plebiscite. Voters, who must be 21 and residents of Alberta for one 
year and of the proposed local option area for at least six months, vote 
“for” or “against” beer licences. 

If 60 percent of the voters vote “for” or “against” no new plebiscite 
may be petitioned for another two years. If between 50 and 60 percent 
vote either “for” or “against” a new vote may be taken in a year. 

An affirmative vote does not mean a licence to sell beer is issued 
automatically. Application by a hotel must still be approved by the 
Alberta Liquor Control Board.

Services: Endeavours to rehabilitate juvenile delinquents and make 
them useful members of society, mainly in the larger centres at the 
present time but ultimately all over Alberta. In the meantime the office 
is represented at juvenile cases heard in rural magistrates’ courts when 
the accused is likely to be made a ward of the government or his case 
waived to police court. 

Special branches of the Edmonton and Calgary police forces have 
been set up to deal with juveniles. Plain clothes men from these branches 
visit dance halls, pool halls and other places where young people meet 
without supervision. The juvenile offenders’ branch of the Attorney 
General’s department works in close co-operation with these branches 
of the city police forces and, in the country, with local police forces and 
the R.C.M.P. 

Bowden Institute, at the Alberta town of that name, was originally 
designed to keep young offenders up to the age of 25 out of jail and 
away from the company of hardened criminals. Later a portion of the 
Institute was set aside for younger delinquents in the need of rehabilita¬ 
tion. These continue their schooling at the Instiute until they can be 
reclaimed for normal life in society.

A mortgagee’s or other creditor’s claim must be endorsed on the 
Land Titles Office’s copy of this certificate: otherwise the claim has no 
legal standing. 

If an owner sells his land, he signs a transfer and delivers it with 
his certificate of title to the purchaser who registers the transfer at 
the Land Titles Office. The former owner’s certificate of title is then 
cancelled and a new one issued to the new owner. 


LEGAL 


Department: Attorney General. 

The Attorney General’s Department is concerned with the legal 
aspects and with all matters concerned with the administration of justice. 
The Attorney General is the legal officer of the State, legal adviser of 
the Lieutenant-Governor and heads of government departments. He is 
required to advise the Crown on all matters referred to him by the 
Crown. He is responsible for the administration of The Alberta Police 
Act. 

The Attorney General’s Department does not represent or advise 
private citizens; these should take their legal problems to a lawyer in 
private practice. 

Joint Tenancy—Property held by two or more persons. Tbe right of 
survivorship is the essence of jojnt occupancy. 
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Inheritance Tax—Payable under the Dominion Succession Duty Act 
only during the existence of Dominion-Provincial Tax Agreement. The 
rates are set out in the Dominion Act. 

Rights of Widows and Children Act—Contained in the Testators 
Family Maintenance Act. 

Change of Name—Applications made under The Change of Name 
Act on forms provided by Provincial Secretary’s Department. 

Dower Act—Gives dower right to the husband or wife of a married 
person in respect of a homestead and property of such married person, 
homestead being defined as not more than four adjoining lots in one 
block in a city, town or village, or not more than one quarter section of 
land outside a city, town or village. The Act also provides that every 
disposition by will of a married person and every devolution upon the 
death of such married person intestate shall, as regards the homestead 
of the married person, be subject and postponed to an estate for the life 
of the spouse of the married person. 

Wills—Information on wills is provided in the Wills Act. 

Separation—Judicial under Domestic Relations Act or by mutual 
agreement. 

Community Property—Property owned in common by husband and 
wife as a kind of marital partnership—not part of the law of Alberta. 

Domestic Relations—See the Domestic Relations Act. This statute 
gives jurisdiction to the Court to grant a decree of judicial separation, 
alimony and maintenance. Under Part IV of the Act, a married woman 
who is deserted within the meaning of the Act may apply to a police 
magistrate for a maintenance order for herself and family. Part V of 
the Act gives a husband a right of action for loss of consortium against 
a person, who, without lawful excuse knowingly and wilfully persuades 
or procures a woman to leave her husband. Another part of the Act 
deals with guardianship. 

Divorce—Granted in Supreme Court under federal law. 

Illegitimate Children—See The Child Welfare Act.

WHO MAY VOTE: Every man or woman who is 19 years of age, a 
Canadian citizen, or British subject, who has lived in Alberta for twelve 
months prior to the date on which the writ was issued and on this date 
lived in the polling subdivision in which he or she seeks to vote. 

WHO MAY NOT VOTE: A judge of the Supreme Courts; an Indian 
(provided he is drawing treaty money); a person who has been disqualified 
by reason of corrupt practice; a person undergoing punishment in prison 
for a criminal offence; a patient in a mental institute. 

CANDIDATE: To be eligible, a candidate for election to the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly must be 21 years of age, a Canadian Citizen or British 
subject and a resident in Alberta. 

ELECTION PROCEDURE: This is governed by The Election Act. 
Every election is commenced by the passing of an Order in Council. 

(a) authorizing the issue of a writ directed and addressed to a 
resident elector of each electoral division (constituency) 
thereby appointing him or her as Returning Officer for that 
electoral division; 

(b) appointing a day not more than thirty-five nor less than twenty- 
five days from the date of the writ as nomination day; 

(c) appointing the fourteenth day after nomination day as the day 
on which voting is to take place, or if such fourteenth day is a 
holiday then on the next following day not being a holiday. 

The Returning Officer having received the writ subscribes to a special 
oath before a Commissioner for Oaths, Justice of the Peace or Notary 
Public. He then appoints an Election Clerk to assist him. The Election 
Clerk also subscribes to a Special Oath. 

The Returning Officer then prepares his proclamation which sets out: 

(a) the time, date and place for the nomination of candidates, 

(b) the date voting is to take place. 

(c) the polling subdivisions, 

(d) the time, date and place of the Advance Poll. 

(e) the time, date and place the result of the Election will be an¬ 
nounced. 

When printed and at least eight days before nomination day the proc¬ 
lamation is posted in at least two conspicuous places in each polling sub¬ 
division. 

The Returning Officer then appoints the enumerators who compile the 
lists of electors. 

For each polling subdivision at least one deputy returning officer and 
and one poll clerk are appointed. 

To vote, an elector obtains a ballot paper from the Deputy Returning 
Officer, enters one of the booths and using the black lead pencil provided 
marks his ballot paper by placing a cross (X) on any part of the space con¬ 
taining the name of the candidate or candidates for whom he intends to 
vote. 
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NOMINATION PROCEDURE: Four or more electors may, at any time 
after the issue of the proclamation and before two o’clock in the afternoon 
of nomination day, nominate a candidate by filing with the returning officer 
a nomination paper together with a deposit of $100.00. In the case of a 
single member constituency this deposit is returned to the candidate if 
he is elected or if he obtains a number of votes at least equal to one-half 
to the total number of votes polled for the candidate elected or in the 
event of his withdrawal providing such withdrawal is not later than forty- 
eight hours after two o’clock in the afternoon of nomination day. In the 
case of a multi-member constituency, the deposit is returned to the can¬ 
didate if he is elected, or if he obtains a number of votes at least equal to 
one-half of the number of votes polled for the candidate elected with the 
least number of votes or in the event of his withdrawal providing such 
withdrawal is not later than forty eight hours after two o’clock in the 
afternoon of nomination day. 


As an additional convenience to the electorate in the constituencies 
of Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, a permanent registry 
is maintained where a qualified elector may register at any time during 
the regular office hours of the public service of Alberta until a new writ of 
election is issued.

Duties: This committee was established to co-ordinate the work of 
federal, provincial and civic governments in the attempt to conrtol the 
spread of rabies. 

Precautions Against Rabies: 

1. Avoid any contact with wild animals. 

2. Avoid any contact with domestic animals, particularly dogs 
with which you are not familiar. 

3. A wild animal which bites a human or shows suspicious signs 
of rabies should be destroyed immediately. 

4. If a domestic animal shows signs of rabies, it should be 
tethered or placed in a pen and the case reported to the 
local District Agriculturist, Forest or Game Officer, R.C.M.P. 
or veterinarian. 
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5. If a human is bitten by a suspected rabid animal, the wound 
should be thoroughly washed with soap and running water 
and the victim taken immediately to a doctor, Public Health 
Nurse or Municipal Nurse for treatment. 

Signs of Rabies: 

1. Animal very bold, without fear of man or beast. 

2. Signs of lameness in the hind legs. 

3. Frothing or drooling at the mouth. 

4. Tendancy to bite inanimate objects—sticks, stones, etc. 

5. Glassy or crossed eyes; unkempt appearance, broken teeth 
from biting inanimate objects; porcupine quills in the lips. 

6. Peculiar change of voice—between a howl and a bark. 

These are the most common signs of rabies. Any or all may be 
present in dogs, coyotes, foxes, wolves, and any other warm-blooded 
animals.

The Homestead Lease enables the lessee to become established on 
agricultural land without incurring debts. When he has performed his 
homestead duties for five years he may purchase the land for a nominal 
sum, or if he performs the duties for ten years he is granted a free title. 
These duties include residence on or near the land lease and the preparing 
of certain acreage for crop each year. 

Grazing Leases offer grazing for cattle, horses and sheep and enable 
small holders to participate in mixed farming by summer grazing. By 
limiting the number of stock, overgrazed land has been improved and 
careful management of other areas has prevented stripping the land of 
prairie grass. The rental system is calculated yearly and takes into account 
the carrying capacity of the land, average gain and weight and average sale 
price of cattle. Grazing permits are issued for one year only and may be 
cancelled if the land is required for any other purpose.

The Right of Entry Arbitration Board assures farmers compensation 
for the use of their land by oil and natural gas operators and to grant 
oil operators the right to enter land.
